VICTORIA'S DIARY.

The Leng Promised Work Distributed
f{o the Press—Iis Contents,

Loxvox, February 11.—The ueen’s
new book was distributed to the press this
morning. It consists of & disconnected
diary {rom Angust, 1862, tv Sepitember,
1582, with a long gap from Optober, 1870
to the final perind covering the petlod of
the transitisn from WMe Administration of
Peaconstield to that of Gladstone. The en-
tire book is devoted to domestic and fami-
I¥ atfairs, political allogions being only in-
vidental, The illnstrations are nnrmr;nnn_
and include portraits of the Queen and
Princessss Elepora and Toeit™ ghd beat-
teice 0i%0 Poileaits of Graot, the Queen’d
body servant, and one of her attendants,
Juhn Brown, THo5 are plotitres, too, of
tne Queen’s Collie dogs, Sharp and Noble,
and several views of scenes in the IHigh-
lands, from sketches by the Princess
jeatrice. In  the preisee the royal
authoress eays: * Hemembering the feeiing
with which oor Our Life in the Highlands
was recetved; the writer thinks the present
volume may eqnnlly etoke sympathy, as,
while deseritilng 4 vely altered life, it
shows how her sad and suffering heart
was soothed and cherished by the ¢xour-
sions and incidents it recounts, as well as
by the simple mountaineers from whom
she learned many lessons of resignation
and faith in the gniet of the beautiful
Highlands.” After the dedication to the
loval Highlanders, and especially to the
memory of her faithful attendant and
friend, Jolin Brown, the diary opens with
the building of the memorial ecairn in
honor of the prinee consort. 1t reads ns
follows: “"We started off in a little pony
chair lell by Brown, Berte, I'rince of
Wales, in front, Eleanor andiLonise on
ponies, and two little bo¥s, Arthur and
Leopol.

Fach post-
master is anthorized 1o retain his salary
and authorized expenses from the reve-
nues he collects. 1 wonld discontinue di-
rect acconnting with these AL post-
masters, s‘:y]-l)in;; thom with a him!--i
stock of stamps on eredit aond requiring
them to purchase st a designated money-
order oflice in the vicinity all required
thereafter, At 3 supply  oflices
they wonlkld receive their compon-
sation snd anthorized expenditares,
The remaining 6500 postinasters should
account monthly direct te thisotlice. With
a guarterly accounting the Postmaster-
General cannot be informed of the receipts
and isbursements for the first half of the
fiscal year until the last qnarter hag com-
menced, and lisbilities umler his control
for the entire vear have therefore been in-
curred. With a monthly accounting, he
conld have been advissd of the revennes
and expenditures within thirty days §
the expiration of each mopth. The
of pesting and stating general postotli
accounis, now  reduiring thirty three
clerks, wonld be disponged with when
the accounts under the present system
were closed, while the business of the
stamp and finznee division of the third
assistant’s office wonld be largely reduced.

Mr. Smith sngzests that a return to fixed
galaries will reduce the labor of postoms-
ters.
